"We  must  never  forget  that  a 
divine  program  must  have  di¬

Taking  his  text  from  Acta  1:8 
he  chose  as  his  subject  “The 
Power  for  the  Program”  and  de¬ 
clared  that  the  program  for  the 
Baptist  Jubilee  Advance  is  a 
great  program. 

Fhre-Point  Outline 

Dr.  Hunter  then  vividly  pre¬ 
sented  a  five-point  outline,  deal¬ 
ing  with  that  many  aspects  of 
this  power. 

They  included  the  need  for 
this  power,  the  nature  of  this 


power,  the  source  of  this  pow¬ 
er,  the  purpose  of  this  power 
and  finally  the  results  of  this 
power. 

Regarding  the  need  for  this 
power  he  declared:  “Power  is  an 
indispensable  factor  in  our 
work. 

“No  man  can  live  a  life  tri¬ 
umphant  over  sin  unless  he  is 
possessed  and  energixed  by  the 
Spirit  of  God. 

"The  early  church  cannot  be 
explained  on  natural  grounds: 
the  excellency  of  the  power  was 
of  God.” 

Nature  Of  Power 

Speaking  on  the  nature  of  this 
power  he  said:  "It  is  the  coming 
of  God  to  man  for  the  accom¬ 
plishment  of  a  divine  purpose.

I  CHICAGO  (RNS)  —  Holly¬ 
wood’s  Biblical  extravaganzas 
are  really  antl-Biblical,  the 
Christian  Century  magazine 
has  charged. 

In  the  lead  editorial  of  Its 
Oct  28  issue,  the  undenomina¬ 
tional  Protestant  weekly  says 
what  la  worn  ia  that  the  Pro¬ 
testant  churches  of  this  country 
are  being  used  to  promote  such 
new  films  as  “The  Big  Fisher¬ 
man,”  “Solomon  and  Sheba" 
and  “Ben  Hur.” 

The  Century,  published  here, 
said  such  films  represent  Holly¬ 
wood’s  discovery  “that  Bible 
and  bubblebath  make  an  un¬ 
beatable  box  office  combina¬ 
tion.” 

“We  cannot  remedy  every¬ 
thing  about  Hollywood,”  the 
editorial  added,  “but  Protes¬ 
tants  can  at  least  begin  to  chal¬ 
lenge  the  promotion  of  lurid 
distortions  of  the  Bible.  Protes¬ 
tants  need  not  subsidize  these 
vulgar  efforts  to  use  the  Bible 
against  itself.”

In  making  the  announcement. 
Courts  Redford,  Home  Mission 
Board  executive  secretary,  said, 
“We  regret  to  see  Doctor  San¬ 
derson  go.  He  has  done  a  good 
job.  If  he  feels  called  to  go 
back  into  the  pastorate,  we 
know  God  has  someone  to  take 
his  place.  We  shall  be  praying 
for  him  in  his  new  work.” 

No  date  has  been  set  when 
the  resignation  will  become  ef¬ 
fective,  since  Sanderson's  du¬ 
ties  as  evangelism  secretary 
may  require  him  to  stay  with 
the  division  during  January  and 
February. 

One  of  Factors 

The  Division  of  Evangelism, 
located  in  Dallas,  Tax.,  has  been 
one  of  the  factors  which  has 
made  Southern  Baptists  the 
fastest  growing  denomination  in 
the  United  Stgtes.  The  divi¬ 
sion^  promotion  of  a  plan  of 
local  church  and  simultaneous 
evangelism  has  lad  in  winning 
a  half  million  for  baptism  this 
year.

Mississippi  Baptists  were  chal¬

Largest  Budget 

He  pointed  out  that  this  past 
year  saw  Mlaslaalppi  Baptist  un¬ 
dertaking  the  largest  mission 
budget  thus  far,  and  even 
though  It  waa  not  quite  reached. 
Cooperative  Program  receipts 
were  $180,700.57  larger  than  for 


the  previous  year. 

Mississippi  Baptist  accepted 
the  program  of  the  Baptist  Ju¬ 
bilee  Advance  for  1959-64,  In¬ 
cluding  the  theme  for  this  year, 
“Evangelism  Through  Coopera¬ 
tive  Witnessing.” 

The  purchase  and  develop¬ 
ment  of  Gulfshore  Assembly 
during  the  past  year  was  re¬ 
viewed  by  the  speaker,  as  he 
pointed  to  the  possibilities  of 
the  facility  for  Mississippi  Bap¬ 
tists  in  the  years  ahead.

In  paying  tribute  to  the  staff 
in  the  Baptist  Building  In  Jack- 
son  he  paid  special  tribute  to 
Dr.  Chester  L.  Quarles,  execu¬ 
tive  secretary-treasurer,  who  ia 
this  year  completing,  hla  tenth 
anniversary  as  leader  of  Miasla- 
slppi  Baptists.

NEW  YORK  (RNS)  —  Three 
religious  leaders  —  a  Protestant, 
a  Roman  Catholic  and  a  Jew- 
scored  newspapers  here  tor  sen¬ 
sationalizing  and  "glamorising” 
youth  crime  and  contributing  to 
juvenile  delinquency  by  making 
"heroes”  out  of  teen-age  hood¬ 
lums. 

Appearing  on  a  taped  pro¬ 
gram  in  the  WNTA-TV  series 
"Between  the  Lines”  were  Dr. 
Dan  M.  Potter,  executive  di¬ 
rector  of  The  Protestant  Coun¬ 
cils  of  the  City  of  New  York; 
Msgr.  Timothy  J.  Flynn,  infor¬ 
mation  bureau  director  for  the 
Catholic  Archdiocese  of  New 
York;  and  Dr.  William  Rosen- 
bloom,  rabbi  of  Temple  Israel. 

Overplaying  crime  by  metro¬ 
politan  papers,  said  Dr.  Potter, 
has  caused  "a  great  deal  of  ill.”

Throughout  the  past  decade, 
mass  evangelism  in  North 
America  in  particular  and  all 
over  the  world  in  general  has 
witnessed  an  amazing  resur¬ 
gence. 

The  name  of  Billy  Graham 
has  become  almost  a  household 
word  around  the  globe,  as  mil¬ 
lions  have  thronged  to  his 
"Crusades”  and  multiplied  mil¬ 
lions  of  others  have  listened  to 
his  evangelistic  messages  via 
radio  and  television. 

Not  only  In  the  United  States 
but  throughout  the  world,  Gra¬ 
ham  and  others  (such  as  Mis¬ 
sionary-Evangelist  Bob  Pierce) 
have  attracted  record-breaking 
crowd  to  huge  city-wide  evan¬ 
gelistic  efforts. 

In  recent  months,  however, 
there  have  been  those  in  the 
United  States  to  claim  (in  many 
instances,  perhaps  hopefully)

In  Vancouver,  B.  C.,  Dr.  Mer- 
vin  Rosell  closed  a  two-week 
“Crusade  for  Christ”  that  had 
packed  out  Queen  Elizabeth 
Theater  in  meeting  after  meet¬ 
ings. 

Commented  a  Vancouver  pa¬ 
per:  “American  evangelist  Merv 
Rosell  drew  the  biggest  audi¬ 
ence  of  the  season  to  the  Queen 
Elizabeth  Theatre  Sunday  as  he 
opened  a  two-week  “Crusade  for 
Christ  Over  4,500  people  heard 
Rosell  tell  them  to  return  to 
their  faith  in  Christ  All  seats 
in  the  building  were  filled  half 
an  hour  before  the  crusade 
started.  People  stood  two  deep 
at  the  back  of  the  auditorium, 
filled  several  rows  of  seats  in 
the  lobby  and  packed  the  stair¬ 
cases.” 

An  unusual  stipulation  of  the 
Vancouver  Crusade  was  Rosell’s 
insistence  that  he  receive  no 
financial  retjirn  from  the  Cru¬ 
sade  beyond  his  travel,  hotel 
and  lodging  expenses.  In  lieu 
of  the  “love  offering”  taken  for 
evangelists,  special  offerings 
were  received  for  missions.)

The  religious  leaders  agreed 
that  some  publications  were  do 
ing  “constructive”  work  on  the 
positive  side  with  youth  camp* 
and  rallies.  But,  they  indie  a 
ted,  these  “editorial  page”  ef 
forts  were  weak  compared  to 
the  influence  of  crime  atory 
treatment  in  the  regular  col 
umns  of  many  newspapers. 

They  urged  that  readers  write 
editors  and  criticize  “excessive 
crime  coverage. 

However,  they  acknowledged 
that  juvenile  crime  reporting 
was  only  part  of  the  “criticizablc 
moral  climate." 

“Mass  media  certainly  reflect 
the  moral  climate  that  exists  in 
the  community,”  said  Msgr 
Flynn. 

Churches  and  synagogues,  Dr 
Potter  pointed  out,  have  also 
"fallen  down  in  some  degree 
and  we  sit  in  sackcloth  and 
ashes  because  we  have  failed 
in  instances  where  young  peo 
pie  are  involved  in  delin¬ 
quency.”

This  has  been  Chester 
Lew  Quarles’  life  motto.  In 
the  astonishing  variety  of  things 
he  has  undertaken,  he  has  ex¬ 
celled. 

A  nimble  tongue,  a  brilliant 
mind,  a  quick  wit,  a  strong 
body,  a  glowing  personality,  a 
love-filled  heart,  a  dedicated 
soul  —  these  are  embodied  in 
Chester  Quarles,  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  Mississippi 
Baptist  Convention  Board,  and 
former  Vice-President  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention.

Work  Has  Grown 
Dr.  Quarles  became  executive 
secretary  of  the  Board  in  April 
of  1950,  succeeding  Dr.  D.  A. 
"Scotchie”  McCall,  and  this  year 
attended  his  tenth  Convention 
in  that  capacity. 

Mississippi  Baptist  life  and 
work  has  grown  tremendously 
during  the  past  decade. 

In  1949  there  were  1627  chur¬ 
ches.  By  1958  the  number  had 
grown  to  1787.  In  1949  Missis¬ 
sippi  Baptists  numbered  371,936. 
By  1958  the  number  had  increas¬ 
ed  to  450,723. 

Total  mission  gifts  of  Missis¬ 
sippi  Baptists  in  1949  were  $1,- 
358,901.  By  1958  total  mission 
gifts  had  soared  to  $3,158,981. 

Grand  total  gifts  of  Mississip¬ 
pi  Baptist  in  1959  were  $17,881,- 
769  as  compared  to  $8,169,788  in 
1949. 

Statistics  alone,  however,  do 
not  tell  the  complete  story  of 
Mississippi  Baptist  progress  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  10  years. 

Klttiwake  Purchased 
The  organizational  life  of  the 
Convention  and  the  program  of 
lire  Convention  Board  have  been 
greatly  enlarged  and  strength¬ 
ened. 

In  1965  the  Board  purchased 
the  Klttiwake  Baptist  Assembly 
property  on  the  coast  that  has 
been  used  successfully  since 
1966  as  an  assembly  facility. 

In  1956  a  valuable  piece  of 
property  In  Jackson  at  the  cor¬ 
ner  of  Mississippi  and  President 
Streets  was  purchased  as  the 
site  for  the  proposed  new  Bap¬ 
tist  Building  to  be  constructed 
sometime  in  the  future. 

In  1959  the  Board  purchased 
the  U.  S.  Maritime  Academy 
property  at  Henderson  Point  on 
the  coast  and  this  facility  is  be¬ 
ing  currently  put  in  condition 
for  use  beginning  next  year. 

Honorary  Degree 
Many  other  improvements  and 
enlargements  have  been  made. 

Dr.'-Quarles  himself  has  been 
honored  during  this  10  years. 

In  1952  he  was  awarded  the 
honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Divinity  by  Mississippi  College. 

In  1958  he  was  elected  first 
vice-president  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  and  during 
the  past  10  years  served  one 
year  as  president  of  the  associa¬ 
tion  of  State  secretaries.

While  working  two  summers 
with  boys  at  Y.'  M.  C.  A.  camp, 
he  was  an  instructor  in  Amer¬ 
ican  Red  Cross  Lifesaving 
Methods,  a  position  no  person 
in  the  whole  world  with  the  use 
of  only  one  arm  had  ever  held 
before. 

Tempted  with  a  scholarship 
and  a  good  job.  Cheater  Quarles 
almost  decided  to  enter  boys’ 
work  full  time,  but  he  knew 
Ged  wanted  him  to  be  a 
preacher. 

While  at  Southern  Seminary 
in  Louisville,  Ky.  he  directed 
the  Baptist  League  of  Louis¬ 
ville  and  coached  two  cham¬ 
pion  basketball  teams. 

In  ISM,  while  serving  as  As¬ 
sociate  to  the  Alabama  Train¬ 
ing  Union  Department,  he  was 
living  in  the  house  of  W.  L.

Virginia  Cooper  came  from 
Tylertown,  Mississippi,  to  Ala¬ 
bama  to  attend  a  south  wide 
Training  Union  conference.

L.  introduced  his  sister  to 
Chester  Quarles. 

Toyohiko  Kagawa  was  the

Dr.  Quarles  received  the  A.  B.

M.  degree  from  Southern  Semi¬ 
nary,  Louisville,  Ky.,  and  was 
awarded  the  D.  D.  degree  by 
Mississippi  College  in  1952. 

While  itT Kentucky  he  was 
educational  worker  and  direc¬ 
tor  at  Broadway  Church,  Louis¬ 
ville.  In  Alabama  he  served  as 
pastor  at  Newton,  Alabama 
(plus  three  rural  churches)  for 
two  years  and  later  at  First 
Church,  Sylacauga  for  three 
years.

LEAVES  WILDERNESS  TRAILS 


COLUMBIA  COUNTY,  Geor¬ 
gia,  August  15, 181* — (BP) — Bap¬ 
tists  in  the  frontier  settlements 
of  Georgia  will  never  again  see 
Abraham  Marshall  come  riding 
down  a  backwoods  trail  with  the 
Bible  in  his  saddlebag  and  the 
gospel  in  his  heart  But  they 
will  never  forget  him. 

The  pioneer  Baptist  preacher 
died  at  the  family  home  here 
near  Kiokee  Church,  the  first 
Baptist  congregation  organized 
in  Georgia.  Marshall  was  sev¬ 
enty-four.  He  had  been  pastor 
at  Kiokee  for  thirty-five  years. 

A  plain  son  of  the  frontier 
with  little  formal  schooling, 
Marshall  was  not  without  his 
major  accomplishments.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Georgia 
Constitutional  Convention  of 
1789,  and  a  trustee  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Georgia.  He  served 
during  the  Revolution  as  a  sol¬ 
dier  and  chaplain,  and  for  many 
years  was  moderator  of  the 
Georgia  Baptist  Association. 

To  the  Frontier 

But  it  is  as  an  itinerant 
preacher  riding  the  backwoods 
trails  to  take  the  Baptist  mess¬ 
age  to  frontier  cabins  that  Mar¬ 
shall  will  be  remembered.  Al¬ 
most  from  the  time  he  was  bap¬ 
tized  in  the  Savannah  River 
nearly  fifty  years  ago  until  his 
death,  he  preached  to  the  fron¬ 
tier  settlers. 

Marshall  probably  baptized 
more  converts  and  established 
and  strengthened  more  churches 
on  the  Georgia  frontier  than 
any  other  Baptist.  Nor  did  he 
limit  his  activities  to  this  state. 
When  he  was  forced  to  flee  to 
North  Carolina  during  the  Revo¬ 
lution  to  escape  British  sym¬ 
pathizers.  he  preached  along  the 
way. 

When  he  returned  to  his  na¬ 
tive  Connecticut  on  a  business 
trip,  he  never  passed  up  a 
chance  to  preach  the  gospel 
New  Englanders  were  impressed 
by  his  fervor,  declaring  him  to 
be  the  best  preacher  to  appear 
in  those  parts  since  Whitefield. 

One  of  his  most  outstanding 
achievements  was  the  gathering 
in  1788  of  the  First  Negro  Bap¬ 
tist  Church  of  Georgia,  near 
Savannah.  Marshall  baptized 


Georgia,  Daniel  was  a  misalou- 
ary  to  the  Mohawk  Indians, 
prompting  Abraham  to  say,  “I 
was  born  a  Yankee  and  raised 
a  Mohawk  ” 

■Not  long  before  hi*  death, 
Abraham  Jfarshall  told  a  friend, 
“I  will  soon  be  leaving  the  land 
of  the  dead  for  the  land  of  the 
living.”  This  most  famous  of 
Georgia  Baptist  pioneer  preach¬ 
ers  had  found  a  good  fight;  he 
was  confident  that  his  crown 
was  waiting.

He  wasn't  talking  about  the 
Bible.  So,  “word  of  God”  in  Heb. 
4:12  is  not  a  reference  to  the 
written  word.  “For  the  word  of 
a  God  is  quick  and  powerful  .  .  . 
y  Neither  is  there  any  creature 
n  that  is  not  manifest  in  his  sight: 

but  all  things  are  naked  and 
*"  opened  unto  Abe  eyes  of  him 
[>  with  whom  we  have  to  do”  (Heb. 
h  4:12-13). 

Now  the  reason  we  know  that 
®  “word”  in  verse  12  refers  to  a 
person  and  not  to  a  page  in  a 
book  is  the  presence  of  three 
“personal”  pronouns  in  verse  13. 
Grammatically  speaking,  the 
^  problem  is  one  of  antecedents. 

Generally,  the  purpose  of  a  pro- 
rI  noun  in  a  sentence  is  to  take 
the  place  of  a  noun.  Therefore, 
,e  the  question  arises:  what  noun 
in  the  preceding  context  is  the 
11  antecedent  of  "his.”  “him,”  and 
“whom”  in  verse  13?  The  obvi¬ 
ous  answer  is  “word"  in  verse 
p  12,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 


"word”  there  is  generally 
thought  to  be  a  reference  to 
the  Bible. 

Ref  era  To  Deity 

Admittedly*  the  Greek  pro¬ 
nouns.  “his”  and  “of  him”  may 
be  either  neuter  or  masculine. 
Hence  they  may  be  translated 
"its”  and  “of  it”  respectively, 
except  when  ihey  plainly  have 
a  masculine  antecedent  aa  here. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  pronoun 
translated  “wbora”  is  clearly 
masculine  and  not  neuter,  a 
greeing  with  its  antecedent 
logos,  *word.'**For  logos,  though 
ordinarily  neiiter  in  idea,  is 
grammatically  masculine.  More 
over,  when  logoi  refers  to  deity, 
as  in  John  1,  It  is  masculine  in 
idea  as  well  as  grammatically 
And  the  statifcent  in  verse  13 
hardly  would  be  made  except  in 
reference  to  a  personal  deity. 

This  Is  not  meant  to  dispar¬ 
age  the  Bible.  It  is  simply  to 
insist  that  the  Bible  be  under¬ 
stood.  for  what  it  says.  Certain¬ 
ly.  it  is  possible  to  underrate 
the  Bible.  But  it  is  possible  also 


to  overrate  it.  Such  is  the  case, 
I  think,  when  verse  12  is  used 
as  a  proof  text  for  exalting  the 
Bible  to  a  place  of  honor  that 
should  be  held  only  by  God. 

So,  the  sum  of  the  matter  is 
that  “word”  in  Heb.  4:12  means 
the  same  as  it  does  in  John  1. 
It  is  a  reference  to  Jesus  Christ 
the  Living  Word.  The  word  of 
God  is  what  God  speaks  to  man. 
Indeed.  God  speaks  to  man 
through  the  Bible.  But  what  God 
has  to  say  to  man  is  a  personal 
word  spoken  climatically  in 
Jesus  Christ

50  YEARS  AGO 

The  General  Association  of 
Southeast  Mississippi  was  sus¬ 
pended  from  1866  to  1875  ac¬ 
cording  to  editorial  note  in 
Baptist  Record,  November  4, 
1909.

Stephen,  Faithful  Unto  Death  Church  ekackk »

Scripture  Text:  Acts  M. 
INTRODUCTION.  Stephen! 
The  first  Christian  killed  for  his 
faith  by  the  bands  of  his  own 
Jewish  people.  Stephen  was  a 
martyr,  and  “martyr”  is  a  word 
which  we  translate  with  the 

■  word  “witness”, 
and  a  witness  is 
one  who  knows 
something  and 
testifies  to  it 
The  word  “mar¬ 
tyr”  has  come 
to  mean  in  our 
speech  one  who 
testifies  for  the 
Christ  and 
gives  his  life  rather  than  deny 
Him.  Stephen  was  the  first  to 
do  this  and  thus  take  his  place 
next  to  his  crucified  Lord. 

Among  the  disciples  of  his 
day,  Stephen  occupies  an  advan¬ 
ced  place.  He  saw  with  a  dis¬ 
tinctness  others  did  not  that 
the  difference  between  Juda¬ 
ism  and  Christianity  was  one  of 
quality,  of  character.  The  other 
disciples  saw  this,  but  recognis¬ 
ed  a  sort  of  authority  of  the  San¬ 
hedrin  by  continuing  their  rec¬ 
ognition  of  temple  authority  and 
the  validity  of  the  practice  of 
ceremonial.  In  this  system  was 
the  source  of  wealth  ef  the  Sad- 
ducees  in  the  sal*  of  animals  for 
sacrifice  and  the  exchange  of 
the  coin  of  many  lands  for  the 
Jewish  coin  of  the  sanctuary. 

The  profit  from  these  two 
sources  of  traffic  made  Jerusa¬ 
lem  a  valuable  possession  eco¬ 
nomically  for  the  Roman  gov¬ 
ernment,  and  a  source  of  never- 
failing  wealth  to  those  who  con¬ 
trolled  the  temple  es  did  the 
Sadducee*.  They  were  quick  to 
see  that  what  Stephen  was  prea¬ 
ching  would  undercut  their 
sources  of  revenue,  and  that  this 
preaching  must,  at  al  costs,  be 
stopped.  Stephen  likewise  saw 
that  in  preaching  that  all  mere¬ 
ly  outward  ceremonies,  sacrifi¬ 
ces,  religious  practices  of  all 
sorts  were  vain  and  worthless 
and  that  the  real  in  religion 
must  ge  behind  all  outward 
show.  He  was  undercutting  the 
authority  and  source  of  wealth 
of  the  entrenched  position  of
